The Almatia and Cargo sold at 
Auction for $1,716. 


Yesterday, in accordance with announce- 
ment, Messrs. Davies offered at ayction'the 
wrecked barkentine Almatia and cargo, lying 
on the rocks, Gossip Island, Gulf of Georgia. 
The attendance was very large; the bidding 
was confined to three or four gentlemen, and 
the vessel, inclading hull, masts, spars, at- 
chors, chain cable, galley and Gttinge jerarted 
at $500. This sum was increased by bids of 
twenty-five and Gfty. dollars respectively, 
until $1,300 was reached, when the vessel 
was knocked down for this amount to Messrs. 
Moody, Dietz & Nelson of Burrard Inlet. The 
lumber, 303 m. feet dressed, was next put up, 
and was started by Mr Millard at 50 cents 
per thousand. It fell to the same gentleman, 
Mr. Millard, for $1 37} per 1000 feet. The 
balance of the property belonging to the 
bark “and saved from the wreck, will be 
brought down to Victoria and sold at auction, 
probably within a week.

They 
should, io any case, have competent persons 
to do the duty,—not but as a rule the pilots 
koow their basiness, and ip justice to them,
